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A  DECADE  OF  PROGRESS 


These  two  views  of  the  same  area  illustrate  the  dramatic  growth  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Georgia.  The  scene  at  the  left  was  photographed  in  1952,  while  the  view 
at  the  right  is  dated  1962. 


HISTORY 

The  establishment  of  a  Medical  Academy  for  the  State  of  Georgia  was  approved 
by  the  State  Legislature  in  1828.  The  institution  was  empowered  to  confer  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  on  qualified  candidates. 

In  1833,  the  school  was  renamed  Medical  College  of  Georgia.  Later,  the  college 
became  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Georgia  as  its  Medical  Department.  In  1931, 
state-supported  schools  of  higher  learning  were  merged  into  the  University  System  of 
Georgia,  and  operational  authority  was  vested  in  the  University  System  Board  of 
Regents.  During  this  time,  the  school  was  known  as  the  University  of  Georgia  School 
of  Medicine.  The  name  Medical  College  of  Georgia  was  restored  in  1950.  however, 
when  the  Board  of  Regents  declared  the  school  to  be  an  independent  unit  of  the 
University  System. 

Always  located  in  Augusta,  the  school  has  changed  its  location  on  only  two  occa- 
sions. From  its  original  site  (now  the  Garden  Center),  the  Medical  College  moved  to 
the  Newton  Building  (since  demolished)  where  the  basic  science  courses  were  taught 
for  a  number  of  years.  Subsequently,  the  school  moved  to  its  present  location  and  in 
1956  began  operation  of  its  own  clinical  teaching  facilities  when  the  Eugene  Talmadge 
Memorial  Hospital  was  completed. 


FUTURE  GROWTH 


Urban  Renewal 

The  Medical  College  of  Georgia  occupies  nine  buildings  located  on  a  35-acre 
campus  adjacent  to  the  business  district  of  Augusta.  On  this  campus,  some  450  stu- 
dents are  enrolled  in  a  number  of  health  science  programs.  These  include  medicine, 
nursing,  medical  technology,  medical  illustration,  x-ray  technology,  and  graduate  in- 
struction. 

In  the  developmental  stage  is  an  Urban  Renewal  project  which  will  make  an  addi- 
tional 26  acres  of  land  available  for  college  growth.  Acquisition  of  this  nearby  prop- 
erty will  enable  the  school  to  construct  more  classrooms,  laboratories  and  clinical 
areas.  Other  facilities  are  to  include  a  Student  Union  Building,  student  housing,  and 
recreation  space.  In  addition,  it  has  been  proposed  that  a  state  dental  school  be  con- 
structed in  the  Urban  Renewal  site,  and  a  study  of  this  possibility  is  under  way. 

Already  in  the  execution  stage,  the  project  is  expected  to  be  completed  during 
1964.  A  sketch  depicting  a  suggested  placement  of  buildings  and  facilities  is  shown 
below.

Current  College  Development 

Growth  of  the  college  is  measured  in  two  ways:  the  addition  of  facilities,  and  the 
development  of  new  academic  programs. 

Imminent  and  projected  additions  to  the  college  curriculum  will  include  a  bacca- 
laureate program  for  medical  librarians,  and  advanced  study  courses  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  several  of  the  basic  medical  sciences.  These  are 
to  be  offered  shortly. 

Addition  of  facilities  soon  will  include  a  new  library  now  under  construction. 
When  completed  in  January  of  1963,  it  will  have  space  for  more  than  100,000  vol- 
umes, hundreds  of  periodicals  and  journals,  and  will  be  able  to  accommodate  300 
students  in  conference  and  reading  rooms.  The  library  is  expected  to  become  a  major 
reference  center  for  practitioners  throughout  the  state.

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ADMISSION  TO  THE  MEDICAL  CURRICULUM 


Full-time  Students: 

The  School  of  Medicine  admits  one  hundred  students  to  the  first  year  class  annual- 
ly. Of  the  applicants  seeking  admission  to  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia,  preference 
is  given  to  those  men  and  women  believed  to  have  the  greatest  potential  in  medicine. 

Regulations  concerning  admission  of  applicants  are  established  by  the  college's 
Committee  on  Admissions.  This  faculty  committee  is  responsible  for  decisions  con- 
cerning applications  to  the  first,  second  and  third  year  classes,  subject  to  policies  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  System  of  Georgia.  Admission  with  advanced 
standing  to  the  fourth  year  class  is  not  permitted. 

The  applicant  for  admission  to  the  School  of  Medicine  is  considered  on  the  basis 
of  his  academic  qualifications,  appraisals  from  college  instructors,  his  scores  on  the 
Medical  College  Admission  Test,  moral  character,  motivation,  and  his  ability  to  make 
the  social  and  psychological  adjustments  necessary  for  the  successful  study  and  prac- 
tice of  medicine.  Personal  interviews,  physical  fitness,  and  information  from  personal 
references  also  are  employed  in  reviewing  qualifications. 

Preference  is  given  bona  fide  residents  of  Georgia. 

Inquiries  concerning  admission  to  the  School  of  Medicine  should  be  directed  to 
the  Registrar,  Medical  College  of  Georgia.  Augusta. 

Irregular  Students: 

A  course  of  study  for  irregular  students,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medi- 
cine, is  available  at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  under  the  following  terms  and 
conditions: 

Category  I 

A.  To  students  holding  doctorates  in  the  basic  medical  sciences  who  wish  to  qualify 
to  practice  clinical  medicine  for  a  career  in  full-time  academic  medicine,  or  in 
clinical  research. 

B.  To  members  of  the  full-time  faculty  only. 

Category  II 

A.  To  selected  students  holding  doctors'  degrees  in  dentistry,  and  who  wish  to 
further  qualify  themselves  in  the  field  of  oral  and  facial  surgery. 

B.  To  part-time  students  who  are  selected  for  employment  in  the  dental  clinics  of 
the  Medical  College,  University  Hospital  or  the  Veterans  Administration  Hos- 
pital. Students  accepted  in  this  category  are  expected  to  have  shown  above  aver- 
age academic  achievement. 

Requirements: 

1.  The  legal  conditions  for  admission  to  the  study  of  medicine  in  Georgia  must 
be  fulfilled. 

2.  The  minimum  academic  requirements  as  published  by  the  Medical  College  of 
Georgia  must  be  fulfilled. 
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3.  Admission  procedure  documents  and  interviews  will  be  the  same  as  for  regular 
students. 

4.  Students  will  receive  grades  throughout  their  courses  on  the  0-4  system.  A  satis- 
factory (2)  grade  will  take  into  consideration  the  previous  experience  and  aca- 
demic qualifications  of  the  students.  Irregular  students  will  be  expected  to  main- 
tain clear  academic  records  throughout,  without  any  grades  of  less  than  2. 

5.  Before  the  admission  of  irregular  students,  individual  programs  of  instruction 
must  be  filed  and  approved  by  the  Dean.  Any  deviation  from  the  programs 
must  be  filed  and  approved.  (The  Medical  College  assumes  no  responsibility 
for  future  curricular  modifications  which  might  alter  such  programs.) 

6.  Courses  taken  elsewhere  at  approved  medical  schools  may  be  accepted  for 
credit  with  the  written  approval  of  the  departmental  chairmen  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Georgia. 

Prospective  applicants,  whether  interested  in  full-time  or  irregular  study,  are  in- 
vited to  visit  the  Office  of  the  Registrar,  which  is  open  during  regular  office  hours. 

Admission  with  Advanced  Standing 

Admission  with  advanced  standing  to  the  fourth  year  class  is  not  permitted  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia. 

A  student  seeking  admission  with  advanced  standing  to  the  second  or  third  year 
class  must  produce  acceptable  evidence  that  his  preparatory  and  medical  education 
is  at  least  the  equal  to  that  of  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought. 

High  school  and  college  credentials  are  evaluated  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of 
an  applicant  for  admission  to  the  first  year  class.  Personal  interviews  and  supplemen- 
tary tests  are  the  same.  A  student  from  an  accredited  medical  school,  whose  record  is 
satisfactory,  may  be  admitted  with  advanced  standing  without  examinations,  al- 
though the  college  reserves  the  right  to  require  such  tests. 

With  an  application  for  admission  with  advanced  standing,  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
missions must  have  a  statement  from  the  Dean  of  the  medical  college  previously  at- 
tended verifying  that  the  student  is  in  good  standing,  is  eligible  to  continue  at  that 
school,  and  that  he  is  recommended  for  transfer.  The  Committee  considers  only  those 
applicants  who  have  good  records,  and  who  are  in  the  upper  half  of  their  previous 
class. 

For  admission  to  the  Graduate  Program,  refer  to  the  section  on  Graduate  Educa-

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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 


1.  A  Four- Year  High  School  Education  or  its  Equivalent.  The  college  reserves  the 

right  to  refuse  to  accept  credits  from  any  high  school  or  other  institution,  even 
though  accredited.  The  refusal  may  be  exercised  when  the  college  determines 
that  the  quality  of  instruction  in  such  institutions  is  inferior  or  unsatisfactory. 

2.  Three  Years  of  Work  in  an  Approved  College.  The  minimum  requirement  is  90 

semester  hours  or  135  quarter  hours.  The  three-year  college  course,  in  both 
quality  and  quantity,  must  be  acceptable  as  the  equivalent  of  the  first  three 
years  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  an 
approved  college  of  arts  and  sciences.  Even  though  these  requirements  are  met 
by  the  applicant,  preference  still  is  given  those  students  who  have  completed 
four  years  of  college  work. 

3.  Medical  College  Admission  Test.  An  applicant  for  admission  is  required  to  take 

this  examination  which  is  given  at  colleges  of  arts  and  sciences.  Information 
concerning  the  test  may  be  secured  from  the  Dean  or  the  Advisor  of  Premedical 
Students  at  the  applicant's  college.  (Or  from  the  Psychological  Corporation. 
304  East  45th  Street,  New  York  17,  New  York.) 

4.  Physical  Examination.  The  applicant  is  required  to  submit  a  satisfactory  health 

report.  Forms  for  such  reports  will  be  supplied  by  the  Registrar  when  applica- 
tion blanks  are  requested. 

5.  Personal  Interviews.   These  interviews  may  be  required  of  applicants  who  are 

considered  capable  of  meeting  the  academic  requirements  of  the  medical  col- 
lege. No  student  may  be  admitted  without  such  interviews. 


Applicants  are  interviewed  by  members  of  the  school's  admissions  committee. 
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6.  Testing.  In  addition  to  the  Medical  College  Admission  Test,  other  examinations 

may  be  given  to  applicants  at  the  time  of  their  interviews. 

7.  References.  The  Committee  on  Admissions  requires  an  evaluation  of  the  appli- 

cant from  those  persons  whose  names  are  submitted  as  references  on  the  appli- 
cation forms.

Electives 

Emphasis  in  college  should  be  on  a  broad  general 
education  as  preparation  for  a  career  in  medicine, 
rather  than  on  subjects  which  will  be  explored  more 
fully  in  the  medical  curriculum.  Interested  students 
are  urged  to  complete  the  total  hour  requirements 
with  additional  courses  in  English  and  literature,  a 
modern  foreign  language,  Latin,  Greek,  introductory 
psychology,  logic,  mathematics  (algebra,  trigonom- 
etry, analytical  geometry,  calculus),  economics,  his- 
tory, sociology,  fine  arts,  political  science,  and  phi- 
losophy. Courses  in  military  and  physical  education 
are  not  acceptable  as  elective  credits. 
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PROCEDURE  FOR  ADMISSION 


Correspondence  pertaining  to  admissions  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar.  Medi- 
cal College  of  Georgia.  Augusta. 

1.  Application  forms  with  instructions  and  physical  examination  report  forms  are 
available  on  request  from  the  Registrar.  When  properly  executed,  they  must  be 
filed  with  the  Registrar  not  later  than  December  First  for  the  session  beginning  the 
following  September. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Admissions  requires  statements  of  reference  from  the  per- 
sons whose  names  are  supplied  on  the  application  form.  Recommendations  from 
other  than  required  sources  are  discouraged. 

3.  The  applicant  is  required  to  provide  transcripts  in  accordance  with  application 
form  instructions. 

4.  Appointments  for  interviews  may  be  made  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  applicant. 


INFORMATION  FOR  ACCEPTED  APPLICANTS 

When  an  applicant  is  notified  of  acceptance  by  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia,  he 
is  required  to  deposit  S25  with  the  institution.  The  sum  will  be  applied  toward  the 
first  payment  of  fees  when  the  student  enrolls.  In  the  event  of  failure  to  enroll  at  the 
scheduled  time,  the  deposit  will  be  forfeited,  except  in  the  case  of  serious  illness. 

State  law  requires  that  the  credentials  of  all  accepted  applicants  be  approved  by 
the  State  Entrance  Examiner  to  the  medical  colleges  of  Georgia.  Application  for  the 
necessary  certificates  is  made  by  the  college,  and  the  applicant  is  notified  when  to 
send  the  fee  of  $2.00. 


REGISTRATION 

All  students  of  the  School  of  Medicine  are  required  to  register  at  the  beginning 
of  each  quarter.*  Payment  of  fees  alone  does  not  constitute  registration,  which  is 
complete  only  after  certification  by  the  Registrar. 

Students  accepted  for  admission  to  the  first  year  class  who  fail  to  report  on  the 
date  set  for  registration  forfeit  their  places  in  the  class.  At  the  time  of  registration, 
they  must  be  certified  by  the  Student  Health  Service  to  be  in  good  physical  condition.

Refund  of  ^ees 

There  may  be  no  refund  of  laboratory  fees  except  in  cases  of  serious  illness.  A  stu- 
dent withdrawing  within  four  weeks  after  the  beginning  of  any  quarter,  who  secures 
from  the  President  a  statement  of  honorable  standing  and  from  a  physician  a  certifi- 
cate of  inability  to  remain  in  attendance,  is  allowed  a  refund  of  one-half  the  payment 
due  on  fees  at  the  time  of  registration.  He  also  may  be  refunded  any  amount  paid  in 
advance  on  undue  fees.  No  refund  is  allowed  if  a  student  withdraws  later  than  four 
weeks  after  the  beginning  of  a  quarter  for  which  the  fees  were  paid. 

STUDENT  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Insurance  Protection 

The  Medical  College  of  Georgia  and  the  Eugene  Talmadge  Memorial  Hospital 
make  available  to  all  full-time  students  and  their  dependents  a  plan  of  Group  Life 
and  Hospitalization  Insurance.  It  provides  liberal  protection  at  modest  cost.

Medical  Care 

The  Student  Health  Service  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  member  of  the  medical 
faculty.  Thorough  physical  examinations,  immunizations,  and  x-ray  and  laboratory 
procedures  are  done  on  all  incoming  freshmen  students.  There  are  subsequent  peri- 
odic check-ups,  following  which  additional  x-ray  work  and  indicated  physical  exam- 
inations are  performed. 

The  Health  Service  includes  a  daily  Sick  Call  for  the  treatment  of  minor  and  major 
illnesses.  In  cases  of  emergencies,  the  faculty  advisor  or  his  designate  is  available  at 
all  times. 
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FINANCIAL  ASSISTANCE 


For  upper  classmen  at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia,  moderate  repayable  loan 
assistance  from  available  funds  may  be  arranged  for  emergency  and  hardship  cases. 
Applications  for  such  loans  are  passed  on  by  the  Student  Loan  Committee.  Applica- 
tion forms  are  available  in  the  Department  of  Student  Affairs. 

Among  the  funds  from  which  loans  may  be  secured  are  the  following:

permanent  student  loan  fund. 
Carlin  Alexander  Fund,  sponsored  by  the  Phi  Rho  Sigma  Wives  Club  in  memory  of  a 

former  member. 

Georgia  Pediatric  Society  Loan  Fund,  established  in  1959  to  provide  needy  students 
with  temporary  financial  help. 

State  Medical  Education  Board.  This  Board  was  established  by  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Georgia.  Its  purpose  is  to  grant  scholarships  to  bona 
fide  residents  of  the  state  to  help  defray  tuition  and  other  student  expenses  in 
any  accredited  four-year  medical  school  in  the  United  States.  Awarded  to  indi- 
vidual students  in  amounts  up  to  $5,000,  they  are  paid  in  annual  installments  of 
as  much  as  $1,250.  A  student  receiving  this  aid  is  required  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  State  of  Georgia  in  which  he  agrees  to  repay  the  scholarship  by 
providing  professional  medical  service  in  a  designated  community  of  5,000  or 
less  population  within  the  state.  $1,000  of  the  scholarship  together  with  interest 
will  be  credited  to  the  recipient  for  each  year  of  medical  practice  in  the  approved 
community.

Graduate  students  are  eligible  for  financial  aid  in  the  form  of  assistantships. 


DISCIPLINE  AND  GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

Student  discipline  at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
President  and  the  Executive  Committee.  Students  will  be  liable  for  disciplinary  action 
should  they  fail  to  act  in  a  manner  of  credit  to  themselves,  the  college,  and  the  medi- 
cal profession. 

Regulations  are  recommended  by  the  Student-Faculty  Council,  which  acts  as  an 
advisory  board  in  student  and  faculty  relations.  The  Council  is  composed  of  five 
faculty  members  and  nine  students.  The  basic  science  and  clinical  departments  each 
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are  represented  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  faculty  who  are  elected  by  the  student 
body  for  three-year  terms.  The  Council  may  elect  two  additional  faculty  members 
for  a  period  of  one  year  to  represent  the  Administration.  The  students  are  represented 
by  the  President  of  the  Student  Body  and  two  members  from  each  of  the  classes. 
Two  student  members  are  elected  by  the  First  Year  class  to  serve  for  one  year.  Two 
permanent  members  are  elected  by  the  Second  Year  class  at  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year  and  serve  until  graduation.  The  Council  meets  once  each  quarter.  A 
Chairman  and  a  Secretary  are  elected  by  the  Council  for  terms  of  one  year. 


HONOR  SYSTEM 

Every  student  at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  is  expected  to  maintain  the  very 
highest  degree  of  personal  integrity  and  honor,  not  only  during  his  years  on  the 
campus,  but  also  throughout  his  practice  as  a  physician.  In  recognition  of  this  obliga- 
tion, the  student  body  is  required  to  subscribe  to  an  honor  code  that  has  been  rati- 
fied by  the  President  and  the  Executive  Committee.  An  Honor  Court  composed  of 
eight  students  is  appointed  by  the  Administration  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic 
year  to  administer  the  honor  code. 

A  student  judged  guilty  of  an  honor  code  infraction  is  directed  by  the  Court  to  take 
oral  examinations  in  all  the  courses  of  the  respective  school  year.  A  second  infraction 
will  result  in  dismissal  from  the  school. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  INSTRUCTION 


The  35-acre  campus  of  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  is  located  in  the  approxi- 
mate center  of  Augusta.  It  includes  buildings  for  the  School  of  Medicine,  School  of 
Nursing,  and  Resident  Quarters.* 

Administration  Building.  First  floor:  offices  of  college  President,  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Medicine,  Registrar,  Student  Affairs,  Comptroller,  and  Alumni  Association. 
Also  the  Medical  College  Library  and  Book  Store.  Second  floor:  Departments  of 
Gross  and  Microscopic  Anatomy.  Third  floor:  Experimental  Surgery  classrooms 
and  laboratories. 

Murphey  Building.  First  floor:  Department  of  Pathology,  Pathology  Museum.  Sec- 
ond floor:  Department  of  Medical  Microbiology  and  Public  Health. 

Dugas  Building.  Ground  level:  Departments  of  Biochemistry  and  Medical  Illustra- 
tion. Second  floor:  Departments  of  Physiology  and  Pharmacology,  laboratories 
for  the  post-doctoral  cardiovascular  research  and  training  program,  and  studios 
for  closed-circuit  television. 

Medical  Library.  More  than  39,000  volumes  are  catalogued  including  current  ref- 
erence books  and  a  collection  of  historic  volumes  dating  from  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury. 907  domestic  and  foreign  periodicals  are  subscribed  to  annually,  of  which 
many  files  are  complete.  The  library  is  maintained  in  part  by  income  from  the 
Dr.  William  J.  Young  Library  Endowment.  Stacks  and  reading  rooms  are  open 
Monday  through  Friday  8  a.m.  to  10  p.m.,  Saturday  8  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  and  Sunday 
2  to  4  p.m. 

Eugene  Talmadge  Memorial  Hospital.  An  integral  part  of  the  Medical  College,  this 
state  hospital  of  several  hundred  beds  is  located  on  the  school  campus,  providing 
the  major  clinical  teaching  facilities.  First  floor:  Admitting  Office:  Outpatient 
Department:  Blood  Bank:  Surgical  Pathology;  Departments  of  Surgery,  Anesthes- 
iology and  Radiology.  Second  floor:  Department  of  Physical  Medicine;  Eye 
Clinic.  Third  floor:  Department  of  Psychiatry  and  Neurology;  motion  picture 
production  studios.  Fourth  floor:  Department  of  Surgery.  Fifth  floor:  Department 
of  Medicine.  Sixth  floor:  Departments  of  Medicine  and  Endocrinology.  Seventh 
floor:  Department  of  Pediatrics;  Respiratory  Center;  Orthopedic  Service.  Eighth 
floor:  Departments  of  Pediatrics  and  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology.  Ninth  floor: 
Obstetrical  Service. 

University  Hospital  is  a  city-county  community  infirmary,  some  facilities  of  which 
are  used  in  part  for  teaching  purposes.  The  outpatient  department  has  an  average 
daily  attendance  of  140  patients. 

Gracewood  State  School  and  Hospital.  This  state  institution's  facilities  and  patients 
are  utilized  for  clerkships  and  clinical  demonstrations  of  neurologic,  biochemical 
and  other  genetic  disorders. 

Veterans  Administration  Hospitals.  Fourth  year  students  serve  ward  clerkships  in 
medicine  and  surgery  at  the  Lenwood  and  Forest  Hills  Divisions,  which  are  lo- 
cated some  two  miles  from  the  Medical  College  campus. 

Domiciliary  Practice.  Fourth  year  students  participate  in  domiciliary  practice,  during 
which  their  work  in  the  patients'  homes  is  supervised  directly  by  the  college 
faculty.  The  work,  which  includes  patient  examinations  and  assistance  in  patient 
treatment,  provides  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  students  to  study  medicine

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at  the  bedside  and  to  gain  practical  experience  in  the  management  of  patients  in 
their  homes. 

Augusta-Richmond  County  Health  Department.    Located  adjacent  to  the  Medical 
College  campus,  its  facilities  are  used  for  instruction  in  public  health  and  pediatrics. 
Battey  State  Hospital,  Rome,  Georgia,  is  utilized  for  the  residency  training  programs 

in  medicine  and  surgery. 
Macon  Hospital,  Macon,  Georgia,  participates  in  the  residency  training  programs  in 

obstetrics  and  gynecology. 

MEDICAL  CURRICULUM 

General  Plan  of  Instruction 

First  year  students  participate  in  a  series  of  orientation  exercises  during  the  week 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  classes  (see  Calendar,  page  7).  These  activities  are  super- 
vised by  representatives  of  the  Administration,  Faculty  and  Upper  Classes. 

FIRST  YEAR  SESSIONS  deal  primarily  with  the  structure  and  functions  of  the 
human  body.  The  curriculum  includes  studies  in  gross  anatomy,  histology,  embryol- 
ogy, neuro-anatomy,  human  development,  biochemistry  and  physiology.  Supervised 
laboratory  work  is  supplemented  with  lectures  and  conferences  which  relate  the  clin- 
ical importance  of  the  principles  studied. 

COURSES  OF  THE  SECOND  YEAR  introduce  the  students  to  disease  causes  and 
manifestations.  The  work  includes  medical  microbiology,  parasitology,  pharmacology, 
and  an  introduction  to  pathology.  During  this  year,  the  students  receive  their  first 
assignments  in  the  clinics  of  the  Medical  College  Hospital,  receiving  instruction  in 
physical  diagnosis,  clinical  pathology,  surgery  and  obstetrics.  They  are  taught  the 
fundamental  procedures  of  patient  care:  how  to  conduct  physical  examinations,  write 
medical  histories,  and  perform  diagnostic  laboratory  tests. 

DURING  THE  THIRD  YEAR  the  class  is  divided  into  small  groups  of  students 
which  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  hospital's  departments  of  Medicine,  Surgery, 
Obstetrics  (including  pediatric  care  of  the  newborn),  Neurology  and  Psychiatry.  Under 
supervision,  the  students  examine  patients,  prepare  case  reports,  make  diagnoses,  and 
outline  indicated  treatments.  The  clinical  work  is  supplemented  by  lectures,  confer- 
ences and  demonstrations. 

IN  THE  FOURTH  YEAR  students  work  extensively  in  the  wards  of  hospitals  af- 
filiated with  the  Medical  College.  They  are  given  assignments  in  the  Outpatient  De- 
partment of  University  Hospital,  and  in  supervised  domiciliary  practice  they  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  treatment  of  patients  in  their  homes.  Also,  in  small  groups,  the  stu- 
dents rotate  through  nine  weeks  each  in  the  Departments  of  Medicine,  Surgery  and 
Pediatrics,  and  four-and-a-half  weeks  each  in  Psychiatry  and  elective  courses. 

The  work  of  the  various  years  and  courses  is  described  in  the  separate  departmental 
listings  to  be  found  in  the  next  section  of  this  Bulletin.

401.  Clinical  Anesthesiology.  Fourth  Year. 

Students  in  rotation  spend  one  week  in  the  operating  room  observing  and  participating 
in  seminars  and  the  conduct  of  clinical  anesthesia. 

402.  Elective  in  Anesthesiology.  Fourth  Year;  80  scholastic  hours  over  a  4 '/h -week 
elective  period. 

Further  reading  in  anesthesiology  and  more  advanced  practical  instruction  in  anes- 
thesia administration.  Continued  studies  in  the  use  of  simple  technics  and  agents.

Exercises  in  topograph- 
ical anatomy  designed  to  lay  the  foundation  for  physical  diagnosis  are  integrated  with 
dissection.  A  correlated  course  in  x-ray  anatomy  is  supervised  by  the  Department 
of  Radiology,  and  students  become  acquainted  with  the  reading  of  films. 
301-401.  Gross  Anatomy.  Third  and  Fourth  Year,  credit  to  be  arranged. 
The  work  consists  largely  of  a  dissection  of  the  human  body  by  students  working  in 
pairs  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  teaching  staff.

An  introduction  to  the  interrelationship  and  interdependency  between  physical  ma- 
turation, environmental  experiences,  the  interpersonal  background  of  the  growing 
child,  personality  structure  and  integration,  and  social  and  cultural  forces  affecting 
personality  development  and  behavior.  Also  considered  is  the  role  of  language  and 
mentation  in  human  behavior,  and  the  role  of  emotions  in  physiologic  functioning. 
201.   Introduction  to  Clinical  Psychology.  Second  year,  36  hours. 
Includes  studies  of  the  psychodynamics  of  emotional  illness  and  discussions  and 
demonstrations  of  the  diagnostic  syndromes. 

301.  Clinical  Clerkship.  Third  year,  4V2  weeks. 

Provides  closely  supervised  work  with  hospitalized  psychiatric  patients.  Experience 
is  gained  in  interviewing,  history  taking,  and  treatment  methods.

A  part  of  Internal  Medicine  201.   Members  of  the  Surgery  Department  participate 
with  members  of  other  departments  in  teaching  physical  diagnosis,  basic  medicine, 
and  surgery. 

301.  Principles  of  Surgery.  Third  year. 

Two  one-hour  lectures  each  week  covering  the  more  important  subjects  in  general 
surgery  and  the  surgery  subspecialties. 

303.  Clinical  Surgery.  Third  year.  One-fourth  of  class  each  quarter. 
Students  are  rotated  through  the  Eugene  Talmadge  Memorial  Hospital,  University 
Hospital,  and  the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital  for  four  weeks  each.  General 
surgical  and  thoracic  surgical  patients  are  assigned  to  the  students.  Students  do  com- 
plete write-ups  on  each  patient,  participate  in  the  operative  procedures  on  their  own 
patients,  take  part  in  ward  rounds,  conferences,  tumor  clinics,  journal  club,  discussion 
groups  and  seminars.

SCHOLARSHIP  AND  PROMOTION 

Promotion  of  medical  students  from  one  class  to  the  next  is  dependent  on  the  satis- 
factory completion  of  each  year's  work  as  determined  by  the  College's  Promotion 
Boards  which  meet  at  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

Credit  for  the  major  courses  requires  eighty  percent  minimum  attendance  at  the 
class  meetings  of  each  course.  Absences  for  any  reason,  however,  must  be  made 
up  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  instructor  in  charge. 

Grading  is  on  the  0-4  system,  with  2  considered  a  satisfactory  grade.  The  Pro- 
motion Boards  may  rule  whether  a  grade  deficiency  should  be  made  up  by  re-exami- 
nation or  by  repeating  the  course.  The  Promotion  Boards  also  determine  whether 
a  student  shall  make  up  individual  courses,  repeat  a  whole  year,  or  withdraw  from 
the  college.  Repetition  of  more  than  one  year  for  reasons  of  academic  difficulty  is 
is  not  permitted. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 


Recommendations  for  graduation  from  the  School  of  Medicine  are  made  by  the 
faculty  as  a  whole. 

The  Medical  College  of  Georgia  awards  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  only 
to  those  candidates  for  graduation  who  are  at  least  21  years  of  age.  The  Promotion 
Board  must  be  satisfied  that  the  candidate  acceptably  has  completed  four  years  of 
medical  study  in  accredited  institutions,  and  that  he  will  be  a  credit  to  the  medical 
profession.  At  least  his  two  final  years  of  study  must  have  been  at  this  school. 

The  college  reserves  the  right  to  require  one  year  of  internship  before  awarding 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  to  any  student. 


A  chapter  of  this  honorary  scholarship  fraternity  in  medicine  was  established  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia  in  1926.  Each  year  students  of  the  Junior  and  Senior 
Classes  are  approved  for  candidacy  by  officers  of  the  college,  and  elections  are  held 
by  active  members  of  the  chapter.

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GRADUATE  EDUCATION 


GENERAL  INFORMATION: 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  System,  the  Medical 
College  of  Georgia  is  empowered  to  grant  graduate  degrees  as  evidence  of  accomplish- 
ment in  medical  science  or  a  field  related  to  medicine.  The  administration  of  grad- 
uate education  at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  is  delegated  to  the  Commttee  on 
Graduate  Education. 

The  college  offers  courses  leading  to  the  fo'.owing  advanced  degrees:  Master  of 
Science  with  major  work  in  the  anatomies,  biochemistry,  endocrinology,  micro- 
biology, pharmacology,  or  physiology;  Master  of  Science  in  Medicine;  and  Master 
of  Science  in  Medical  Art. 

Information  concerning  specific  courses,  announcements  regarding  the  programs, 
and  application  forms  may  be  obtained  from  the  Registrar,  Medical  College  of 
Georgia,  Augusta. 

ADMISSION: 

Correspondence  relating  to  admission  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar,  Medical 
College  of  Georgia,  Augusta.  However,  the  student  also  is  encouraged  to  correspond 
with  the  Chairman  of  the  department  in  which  he  desires  to  enroll. 

The  student  must  be  admitted  formally  to  the  graduate  program  in  order  to  be 
granted  graduate  credit  for  work  taken.  Details  of  the  procedure  for  application 
for  admission  will  be  found  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Graduate  Program. 

A.  General  Requirements  for  admission  to  graduate  study: 

1.  The  applicant  must  have  a  bachelor's  degree  or  its  equivalent  from  a  college 
or  university  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Second- 
ary Schools  or  other  regional  accrediting  agency.  The  student's  record  must 
show  adequate  preparation  in  the  field  of  proposed  graduate  study. 

2.  Admission  to,  and  continuation  in,  the  graduate  program  is  contingent  upon 
the  character  and  health  of  the  student,  as  well  as  upon  his  academic  record. 

3.  The  student  must  comply  with  the  State  Universiy  System  requirements  for 
admission. 

4.  Every  applicant  for  admission  must  take,  at  his  own  expense,  the  aptitude  test 
and  the  advanced  test  of  the  Graduate  Record  Examination.  Arrangements 
for  taking  the  examination  may  be  made  by  the  student  through  the  school  he 
is  attending  or  by  writing  directly  to  the  Graduate  Record  Examination,  Edu- 
cation Testing  Service,  20  Nassau  Street,  Princeton,  New  Jersey. 

B.  Requirements  for  Admission  to  Graduate  Study  of  the  student  who  is  a  candidate 
for  the  M.D.  degree: 

1.  A  bachelor's  degree  or  its  equivalent  from  a  college  or  university  accredited 
by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  or  other  re- 
gional accrediting  agency.  A  medical  student  who  does  not  hold  the  bach- 
elor's degree  may  enter  this  program  of  study  if  he  meets  the  other  require- 
ments. 

2.  At  least  the  completion  of  the  first  year  of  medical  school  work  in  the  upper 
half  of  the  class. 
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3.  Acceptance  by  one  of  the  basic  science  departments  as  a  possible  candidate 
for  the  M.S.  degree. 

4.  Admission  to,  and  continuation  in,  the  graduate  program  is  contingent  upon 
the  character  and  health  of  the  student  as  well  as  upon  his  academic  record. 

5.  Compliance  with  the  State  University  System  requirements  for  admission. 

C.    Requirements  for  Admission  to  Graduate  Study  of  the  student  who  possesses  the 
M.D.  degree: 

1.  There  must  be  acceptance  by  a  department  of  a  possible  candidate  for  a  Mas- 
ters Degree. 

2.  Admission  to,  and  continuation  in,  the  graduate  program  is  contingent  upon 
the  character  and  health  of  the  student  as  well  as  upon  his  academic  record. 

3.  The  applicant  must  comply  with  the  State  University  System  requirements  for 
admission. 

ADMISSION  TO  CANDIDACY: 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  does  not  imply  that  the  work  taken  by  the  stu- 
dent will  be  credited  toward  a  degree.  This  commitment  is  made  when  the  student  is 
accepted  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree.  Requirements  for  admission  to  candidacy  will  be 
found  in  the  Bulletin  of  the  Graduate  Program. 

GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE 
MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE: 

1.  Completion  of  45  quarter  hours  of  graduate  credit;  of  this  a  minimum  of  30 
hours  is  to  be  allocated  to  course  work  and  15  hours  to  the  preparation  of  a 
thesis.  The  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  or  who  possesses  the  M.D.  degree 
may  allocate  15  hours  to  course  work  and  30  hours  to  research  and  thesis 
preparation.  Registration  in  the  medical  school  is  prohibited  during  the  period 
devoted  to  graduate  study. 

2.  A  grade  average  satisfactory  to  the  department  and  the  Committee  on  Graduate 
Education. 

3.  A  minimum  of  one  academic  year  (three  quarters)  in  residence. 

4.  Demonstration  of  a  reading  knowledge  in  one  foreign  language  acceptable  to 
the  major  department.  (Does  not  apply  to  Medical  Illustration  students.) 

5.  A  comprehensive  examination,  either  oral,  written,  or  both,  must  be  passed 
according  to  the  aggregate  judgment  of  the  examining  board  or  committee. 

6.  The  presentation  and  defense  of  an  acceptable  thesis  which  has  been  approved 
by  the  majority  of  the  examining  committee. 

7.  Fulfillment  of  any  specific  requirements  of  the  student's  major  department. 

8.  Satisfactory  completion  of  the  following  courses:  Seminar  901,  Biochemistry 
810,  Statistics  801.  (Medical  Illustration  students  are  required  to  take  only 
Statistics  801.) 

FEES: 

The  matriculation  fee  for  residents  of  Georgia  is  $225  per  academic  year,  or  $75 
per  quarter  payable  at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter.  Non-residents  pay  an  additional 
$100  per  quarter.  Resident  students  who  register  for  less  than  twelve  quarter  hours 
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of  credit  pay  $6  per  credit  hour.  Non-residents  pay  $8  per  credit  hour. 
Other  information  concerning  fees  may  be  found  on  page  13. 
Assistantships  are  available  to  help  defray  expenses. 

MEDICAL  ILLUSTRATION 

The  Department  of  Medical  Illustration  is  staffed  and  equipped  to  render  illustra- 
tive material  in  the  art  and  photographic  media  for  the  interpretation  and  enhance- 
ment of  research  articles  proposed  for  publication.  The  design  and  production  of 
exhibits  and  displays  also  is  an  integral  part  of  the  department's  activities.  In  addition, 
medical  illustrators  prepare  drawings,  charts  and  graphs  for  use  as  visual  aids  in 
teaching  medical  subjects.  The  photographic  staff  records  symptoms  and  progress  in 
the  treatment  of  hospital  patients,  and  also  produces  lantern  slides,  photomicrographs, 
and  motion  pictures  for  teaching  purposes. 

Another  function  of  the  department  is  the  teaching  of  the  art  of  medical  illustra- 
tion. Students  with  artistic  proficiency  are  given  instruction  in  the  materials  and  tech- 
niques of  medical  illustration  and  are  enrolled  in  various  preclinical  courses  with 
medical  students  where  comparable  quality  work  is  required.  During  the  second  and 
third  years  of  training,  supplementary  study  is  continued  in  the  clinics  and  operating 
rooms  of  the  college's  affiliated  hospital.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  acquiring  a  sound 
foundation  of  medical  knowledge  and  thorough  training  in  methods  of  illustrating 
scientific  material  in  a  clear,  concise,  accurate  and  aesthetic  manner. 

COURSE  FOR  MEDICAL  STUDENTS  AND  FACULTY: 

A  course  in  the  principles  and  techniques  of  medical  illustration  and  medical  pho- 
tography is  open  to  all  medical  students,  to  postgraduates,  and  to  members  of  the 
faculty.  These  sessions  are  held  one  afternoon  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

COURSE  LEADING  TO  A  MASTER  OF  SCIENCE  DEGREE: 

A  regular  three-year  course  is  offered  to  accepted  applicants  with  the  following 
qualifications:  considerable  artistic  ability  and  a  Bachelor's  Degree  from  an  accred- 
ited college.  The  major  and  at  least  one  minor  in  the  course  studied  should  consist  of 
biology,  physics,  zoology,  comparative  anatomy,  bacteriology  or  physiology,  and  fine 
or  applied  art.  The  regular  premedical  course  with  fine  or  applied  art  substituted  for 
chemistry  is  recommended. 

Students  who  have  demonstrated  their  proficiency  in  medical  illustration  and  the 
required  preclinical  courses,  and  are  admitted  to  candidacy  for  a  graduate  degree,  will 
upon  completion  of  their  course  of  study  and  the  presentation  of  an  acceptable  thesis 
or  graphic  project,  be  awarded  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  in  Medical  Art.  (See 
Graduate  Education  section,  page  48. 

Admission  to  the  Department  of  Medical  Illustration  does  not  imply  admission  to 
candidacy  for  a  degree. 

COURSE  LEADING  TO  A  CERTIFICATE: 

Candidates  who  lack  the  qualifications  listed  above,  but  who  have  an  unusual 
degree  of  artistic  ability  and  demonstrate  other  qualities  acceptable  to  the  depart-

At  least  two  years  of  college  or 
certification  in  graphic  art  from  a  recognized  art  school  is  recommended.  A  certifi- 
cate is  awarded  following  completion  of  three  years  satisfactory  training  and  per- 
formance. 

Admission.  An  applicant  for  admission  to  this  department  should  secure  the  neces- 
sary application  forms  from  the  Office  of  the  Registrar,  Medical  College  of  Georgia. 
The  completed  forms  must  be  filed  with  the  college  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
opening  of  the  first  quarter.  The  applicant  is  responsible  for  having  official  transcripts 
of  all  courses  taken  in  high  school,  college,  and  other  institutions  sent  to  the  Medical 
College.

POSTDOCTORAL  TRAINING  PROGRAMS 

(Correspondence  should  be  with  the  departmental  officers  listed  with  each  pro- 
gram.) 
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Intern  and  Residency  Training:  The  Medical  College  of  Georgia  participates  with 
its  affiliated  hospitals  in  postgraduate  medical  education  programs.  Graduates  seeking 
intern  or  residency  training  should  apply  to  the  superintendent  of  the  hospital  where 
they  wish  to  continue  their  studies. 

Postdoctoral  Cardiovascular  Research  and  Training  Program:  The  Departments 
of  Physiology  and  Pharmacology  jointly  offer  a  Postgraduate  Cardiovascular  Research 
and  Training  Program,  supported  by  grants  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health 
and  the  American  Heart  Association.  The  program  is  open  to  graduates  who  hold 
the  M.D.  or  Ph.D.  degree,  or  the  equivalent.  Appointments  are  for  a  one-year  period, 
usually  beginning  July  First.  The  twelve-month  stipend  is  $4,200,  plus  $350  for  each 
dependent.  Funds  for  first-class  one-way  transportation  are  provided  for  the  appointee 
from  his  home  or  port  of  entry  to  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia. 

The  program  offers  technical  training  in  basic  research  methods,  experimentation, 
apprenticeship  to  established  investigators,  independent  research,  and  manuscript 
preparation.  Appointees  with  previous  research  training  may  spend  a  large  part  of 
their  time  in  independent  investigations.  Program  directors:  Dr.  Raymond  P.  Ahlquist 
and  Dr.  William  F.  Hamilton. 

Postgraduate  Course  in  Endocrinology:  An  intensive  week-long  refresher  course 
in  practical  endocrinology  is  offered  occasionally  by  the  college's  Department  of 
Endocrinology.  Emphasis  is  on  steroid  endocrinology.  Dr.  Robert  B.  Greenblatt. 

Medicine:  The  Department  of  Medicine  offers  a  straight  medical  internship  which 
includes  Emergency  Room  experience. 

Through  affiliated  hospitals,  the  Department  also  offers  a  three-year  residency 
training  program  in  internal  medicine.  A  minimum  of  one  year  internship  is  a  pre- 
requisite. 

Fellowships  in  cardiology,  metabolism  and  cardiovascular  research  also  are  offered. 
Fellowships  in  other  areas  can  be  had  by  special  arrangement  with  the  appropriate 
division  chief.  Dr.  Thomas  P.  Findley. 

Obstetrics  and  Gynecology:  Through  its  affiliated  hospitals,  the  Department  of 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  offers  an  approved  three-year  residency  program.  A  mini- 
mum of  one  year's  internship  is  a  prerequisite.  Dr.  Frederick  P.  Zuspan. 

Pathology:  The  training  program  of  the  Department  of  Pathology  offers  one 
year  in  internship  and  five  years  of  residency.  The  resident  participates  in  research, 
the  student  teaching  program,  and  in  the  autopsy,  surgical  pathological,  and  clinical 
pathological  services  of  the  department.  Service  responsibilities  are  in  the  Eugene 
Talmadge  Memorial  Hospital.  Depending  upon  the  length  of  a  resident's  program, 
one  to  three  years  may  be  spent  in  full-time  research.  Three  fellowships  in  pathology 
are  supported  by  a  research  training  grant  from  the  National  Institutes  of  Health. 
Places  are  available  to  persons  preparing  for  academic  pathology,  the  practice  of 
pathology,  and  to  others  who  may  desire  a  year  or  more  of  training  in  pathology  in 
preparation  for  another  discipline.  Dr.  Leland  D.  Stoddard. 

Pediatrics:  A  two-year  residency  program  is  offered,  and  a  third  year  of  residency 
is  available.  One  year  of  internship  is  a  prerequisite.  Fellowships  for  work  or  research 
in  special  areas  may  be  arranged.  Dr.  Victor  C.  Vaughan,  III. 

Psychiatry  and  Neurology:  A  three-year  residency  program  is  offered.  One  year 
of  internship  is  a  prerequisite.  Dr.  E.  J.  McCranie. 

Radiology:  The  department  offers  a  three-year  resident  training  program,  for 
which  a  year  of  internship  is  a  prerequisite.  Dr.  Russell  Wigh. 
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Surgery:  An  integrated  residency  training  program  including  the  Eugene  Talmadge 
Memorial  Hospital,  University  Hospital  and  the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital  is 
offered  in  general  surgery.  This  is  either  a  four-  or  five-year  program,  for  which  one 
year  of  internship  is  a  prerequisite.  Dr.  William  H.  Moretz. 

Neurologic,  Ophthalmic,  Orthopedic,  Thoracic  and  Urologic  Surgery:  A  residency 
training  program  which  includes  the  Eugene  Talmadge  Memorial  Hospital,  University 
Hospital  and  the  Veterans  Administration  Hospital  is  offered.  The  neurosurgery  pro- 
gram is  four  years;  ophthalmology  is  three  years;  orthopedic  is  three  years;  thoracic 
is  two  years;  urology  is  three  years.  For  each  a  minimum  of  one  year  internship  and 
one  year  of  general  surgery  training  is  a  prerequisite,  except  thoracic  surgery,  for 
which  one  year  of  internship  and  four  years  of  training  in  general  surgery  are  requi- 
sites. Neurologic:  Dr.  George  W.  Smith;  Ophthalmic:  Dr.  John  R.  Fair:  Orthopedic: 
Dr.  Floyd  E.  Bliven,  Jr.;  Thoracic:  Dr.  Robert  G.  Ellison;  and  Urologic:  Dr.  J.  Rob- 
ert R  inker. 

CONTINUING  EDUCATION

MEDICAL  TECHNOLOGY 

The  School  of  Medical  Technology  is  operated  by  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia 
in  conjunction  with  the  University  of  Georgia. 

Following  the  satisfactory  completion  of  approximately  155  quarter-hours  pre- 
scribed work  at  the  University,  the  student  will  spend  the  following  twelve  months 
on  the  Medical  College  campus  in  Augusta,  registering  for  classes  in  June.  After  the 
acceptable  completion  of  a  year's  study  at  the  Medical  College,  the  student  will  return 
to  Athens  to  receive  his  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  with  a  major  in  Medical  Tech- 
nology. 

The  curriculum  includes  study  and  laboratory  work  in  chemistry,  bacteriology, 
immunology,  hematology,  pathology,  histologic  technique,  and  clinical  laboratory 
procedures. 

Medical  Technology  students  wishing  to  enter  the  school  other  than  through  the 
University  of  Georgia  must  already  have  been  awarded  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  and  must  have  earned  credit  for  all  the  minimum  required  courses  stipulated 
by  the  Board  of  Registry  of  Medical  Technologists.  A  student  satisfactorily  complet- 
ing the  course  of  work  in  this  program  will  be  awarded  a  certificate  by  the  Medical 
College  of  Georgia.
